The proposed change is simply to make 
the year one of 13 months each of 28 days, each | 
month to contain four even weeks. Under such a} 
system the first of cach month would fall on the| 
same day of the week. Calculations of wages, inter- 
est, payments and lots of other fees would be systema- 
tized under a uniform month. , 

The argument against the adoption of the new 
standard is simply that which prevents the adoption 
of the mctric system—the fact that millions of old 
established things are already measured in terms of 
the old units.
